It was my first big job for Franco. 

Guy Wilson, Methodist Episcopal min- 
ister at Bar Harbor, helped all he could to

idents. Dr. Wilson is very prom- 
inent in the church and at that 
time was national secretary of the 
National Republican League. 


I talked to many people, using 


my credentials from Talbot and 
introductions from Wilson. 1 dis- 
tributed fascist pamphlets published 
by the American Press, 53 Park 
Place, New Vork, which puts out 
most of the Franco propaganda. 


‘One of these booklets, titled “No 


Democratic Government in Spain,” 
was written by William P. Carney, 
New York Times correspondent 
with Franco's army.

PROMISED “CUT” 


I thought at first that we were 


to go to Mexico, to ship from there 
to Spain. This. interested Alonso 
very much. He already had informa- 
tion that two freighters were load- 
ing in Mexican ports, and he hoped 
to get from me information that 
would lead to their interception by 
Franco’s navy, or by German or 
Italian warships and submarines. 

Fou will get a nice percentage 
of the haul if the ship is taken 
over,” Alonso promised me. I didn’t 
think at the time that in case the 
ship was intercepted, I would prob- 
ably collect a watery grave as a re- 
ward. 


On November 24, I was notified 
to prepare to sail. I called Alonso 
and met him in the lobby of his 
office, 30 Church St. He gave me a 
secret cable code and $15 for cables, 
so I could notify him of the time 
of departure and destination of the 
Mexican ship. 

Alonso also. told me that he had 
sent my description to the Franco 
secret service headquarters in 
Mexico. He instructed me to wear 
my army discharge button in my 
lapel at all times, since it would 
assist his men in spotting me there. 
He said that two agents would con- 
tact me. 


FRICTION BETWEN AGENTS 
The following morning, Thanks- 
were 
not going to Mexico, but to France 
on the Berengaria. I called Alonso 
from the pier and asked him to 
notify his agents in Europe. 


Correspondence, however, between 


Francos various headquarters in 
Spain, France or Mexico, and his 
workers in the United States, passes 
through the offices of Cardenas. Be- 
tween Cardenas and Alonso, under 
whom I was operating, there was 
considerable friction. Cardena’s sec- 
retary, in addition, seems to have 
taken a strong dislike to me.

' SECRET CONSULATE 


December first we arrived in Cher- 
bourg. At the pier two Franco 
agents were waiting for me and 
talked to me while the customs of- 
ficial went through my bag. They 
were disappointed that only twelve 
were on the boat, but they wanted 
the names of my 11 fellow travel- 
lers. 


I did not want those boys to get 
into any trouble, however, so I told 
the agents a cock and büll story 
about how I had information about 
a couple of thousand volunteers who 
were over righf behind us.

Undoubtedly the vote against these en- 
emies of democracy would have been more 
overwhelming were it not for the unconsti- 
tutional disfranchisement of the Negro peo- 
ple and the reactionary restrictions which 
close the ballot box to thousands of white 
workers and poor farmers in such Southern 
states as Florida and Alabama. And it is 
only by wiping out these obstacles and by 
battling uncompromisingly for Negro rights 
that these democratic victories can be fur- 
ther extended for the white people of the 
South.

Forerunners of 1917

WHEN: ect Roosevelt reminded those proud, high- 
chester, so-called Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion that all of us Americans are the children of immi- 
grants who fled from foreign fascism, and that this nation 
was born in revolution, he was speaking only the simple 
wtstorical truth, of course. : 

But he might have added, I believe, that the Soviet 
Revolution of 1917 can be traced in a direct line from the 
American Revolution of. 1776. Wouldn’t that have knocked. 
the D. A. R. for a row of Liberty Bells, though? ‘ 

Condoreet. French revolutionary philosopher, who first formulated 
the idea of human progress as a historic pattern, said in 1793 that the 
American Revolution was the great event of his time, and was destined 
to: set in motion the dynamics of a whole new epoch. 

“In consequence of America declaring herself independent,” he said, 
war ensued between two enlightened nations, in which one contended 
for the natural rights of man. 

“The great cause was tried, during the tribunal of opinion, before 
the assembled nations, The rights of man were freely investigated and 
strenuousiy supported in writings which circulated from the banks of 
the Neva to those of the Guadalgquivir. . 

“These. discussions penetrated into the most distant ahd retired . 
hamlets. . .. In this state of things, it could not be long before. the 
trans-Atlaritic revolution must find ite imitators in the European 
quarter of the world.” 

Ves, the American Revolution set oft the. French Revolution, And 
without Diderot and Franklin, Marx would have not been Marx, and 
without Marx, there might have.been no Lenin. The f ideologues 
recognize this today, when they blithely announce that are going 
to put the grown chicken back into its natal shell and wipe out every 
idea in the world that came in with the French _Revolution—which 
they blame as the fountain of all modern subversive mass-ideas, 

Some scholar could make a study of this direct line that Jeads from 
America’s 1776 to Russia's 1917, Franklin, for example, was a forerun- 
ner of the, Soviet attitude to science. Sir Humphrey Davy said of him 
that “Franklin has in no insfance exhibited that false dignity by which 
philosophy, is kept aloof from common applications; and he has sought 
rather to make her a useful inmate and servant in the common habi- 
tations of man, than to preserye her merely as object of adoration in 
temples and palaces.” 

Fascists believe that human nature, fixed forever in hierarchies, 
can never be changed, and that ‘there is no real progress. Communists 
believe in human. progress, and in the endless perfectibility of human 
nature.. But this Jatter viewpoint comes directly from the philosophers — 
of the French and American revolutions. Marx learned it from them, 
and Lenin. 

Jefferson made the idea of human progress the cornerstone of his 
social philosophy,. lixe any Bolshevik, and recognized as his enemies 
those who denied improvement and advocated steady adherence to the 
institutions of our fathers, which they represented as the acme of w- 
dom beyond which the human mind could never advance. 

_ Why, the very notion ot using art as a weapon in the social struggle 
comes from America—our first dramatists and novelists were conscious - 
revolutionary teachers and propagandists. . f

“Kosciusko was essentially a ‘dem: | 
ocrat, but a democrat of the school 
of Jefferson and Lafayette,” wrote 
Robert Nisbet Bain, assistant libra- 
rian of the British Museum from 
1883 to his death in 1909. He was a 
biographer of the great Pole. Kos- 
ciusko “maintained that the republic 
could be regenerated only on the. 
basis of absolute liberty and equality 
before the law,” which fact led Bain 
to observe that the Polish lover of 
democracy was far in advance of 
his age,” and that the aristocratic, 
prejudices of his countrymen com- 
pelled him to resort to half meas- 
ures.” 

That statement is true: Koscius- 
ko was in advance of his age, and 
such measures as he took in the di- 
rection of establishing genuine de- 
mocracy had to be half-way meas- 
ures. A case in point is the object 
of this item about him. 

It was exactly 140 years ago today 
that Kosciusko, on the eve of his
